SHARE OF PROFITS 
LESS THAN WAGES 


Employees Find Pay on 
Profit-Sharing Plan Ten 
Per Cent Below the Old | 
Wage Scale. | 


New Bern, N. C., December °4.— 
Employees of the New Bern Iron | 
Works and Supply company received | 
today their first week’s pay on the)! 
profit-sharing basis established by 
the concern in agreement with the 
workers. The pay contained in the 
envelopes handed out today repre- 
sented a reduction of 10 per cent 
from the wages received a week 
ago and the new scale of pay, based 
on profits above actual operating 
expenses, was said by company of- 
ficials to represent roughly the 
wage schedule put forward by the 
concern several weeks ago, before 
the profit-sharing plan was agreed 
on. 

Leaders among the employees aft- 
er the pay roll had been distributed, 
said that while not pleased with 
&® reduction in wages, they were 
convinced the company was giving 
them a square deal and that they 


were getting their full share of 
whatever actual profits were made. 


Owners Retain Plant, 


Ernest L, Willis, president df the 
company, in a statement given out 
after the men had been paid off, 
declared the officers of the concern 
had not turned over the plant in 
‘any way to the workers, but had 
arranged a sliding scale of pay 
Which operates on the volume of 
business done. He asserted that 
the company desired to show its 
employees that their interests Ramee 
at all times being looked after and 
that jt hoped business conditions| 
soon would improve to such an ex- 
tent that the men would be able to 
turn out sufficient work to enable 
them to make even greater wages 
than before the wage reduction put 
into effect under the old system was 


made. 

“I want it distinctly understood 
that I am president,” said Mr. Willis, 
“and that we have not turned our 
plant over to the workers. Our 
company still is operating it, and 
will continue to do so. We are 
merely trying to satisfy our em- 


them to continue at their tasks and 
make a living wage.” 

The profit-sharing basis for pay- 
ment of wages was evolved after 
the company had announced two 
reductions in wages, each of 10 per 
cent, within a few weeks, due, it 
as said, to the decline in prices re- 
ceived by the conrern for its prof- 
its.

| ON FARM MEASURES 


Deciding. his belief that the ma- 
jor portion of the money which the 
federal reserve board claims has 
been loaned ¢o farmers has, in real- 
ity, been loaned to concerns and 
individuais handling farm products, 
and also asking that the protective 
tariff bill now before the senate be 
amended to include peanut cake and 
cocoanut cake, L. B. Jackson, direc- 
tor of the state bureau of markets, 
wired Senator Hoke Smith and Sen- 


ator William J. Harris Saturday 
asking their help in fixing these 
matters for the farmers’ benefit. 

Mr. Jackson took up the two mat- 
ters in separate telegrams and in 
the one pertaining to loans to farm- 
ers he urged that arrangements be 
made for the segregation of farm 
loans to farmers diréct from. those 
to handlers of farm products. An 
auditing committee from the sen- 
ate to ascertain the amount of 
money actually loaned to farmers 
direct, was suggested by Mr. Jack- 
son. 

In his telegram relative to the 
peanut cake and cocoanut cake Mr. 
Jackson called attention to the fact 
that a considerable amount of these 
products are now being shipped into 
the United States through the port 
of Seattle, and are being’. ground 
into meal at Birmingham, Ala, and 
that it is liable to prove disastrous 
to the southerm farmers if allowed 
to continue.

loans, 

We urge that loans to farm- 
ers should be segregated from 
such loans to manipulators and 
others of like commercial na- 
ture, and that this statement as 
issued is misleading. We ask 
that an auditing committee from 
the senate ascertain the amount 
of loans to farmers, 
of commercial lodns.

“Hon Hoke Smith and Hon. 
William J. Harris: “We are in- 
formed that the emergency tar- 
iff bill as passed by the house 
does not protect our industry 
against the importation of pea- 
nut cake and cocoanut cake. 
Quantities of this Oriental é¢ake 
is coming in through Seattle 
and is being ground into meal 
at Birmingham, Ala., ruinously 
underselling our meal. We urge 
that you press an amendment 
to cover these products.”

Whether a pugilist can be made

Buenos Aires, December 24.—
